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Response to Amendment 



The amendment filed 6/12/01 proposes amendments to the specification and 
claims that do not comply with 37 CFR 1 .173(b), which sets forth the manner of making 
amendments in reissue applications. A supplemental paper correctly amending the 
reissue application is required. 

A shortened statutory period for reply to this letter is set to expire ONE (1 )

Unlike amendments in other applications there is no necessity for a clean sheet 
copy and marked up copy since when a reissue patent is printed the underlined matter 
is printed in italics and all brackets are printed as inserted in the application. Therefore 
only a marked up copy showing changes relative to the patent specification in effect as 
of the date of filing of the reissue application are shown. Applicant's amendment to the 
specification is improper in that there is no underlining necessary because although 
there is a change in that paragraph due to a certificate of correction that change was 
present as of the date of filing of the reissue application. In this case only applicant 
presents the paragraph for insertion without any underlining or bracketing. With respect 
to claims 21 ,30,33, and 35, since these are amended new claims they are labeled as 
amended but everything should be underlined and there should be no bracketing 
because these are not changes to the original patent claims but to newly presented 
reissue claims. All new claims as well as any amended new claims are completely 
underlined any time they are presented without any bracketing as bracketing is reserved 
for changes made to the specification and claims of the patent as issued. Applicant may
